or legal process, and what 'federal 
legislation, if any, would, in your 
judgment, be justifiable

"I feel- that this is a matter which

Not only are 
all hospitals filled, but schools, churches and- hotels are 
occupied to their capacity.

eight to ten thousand. 


The first dispatch direct from Berlin uncensored by the authorities 


of the nations at war with Germany was received today by the Associ- 
ated Press through the medium of the Goldschmidt Wireless company's 
station at Tuckerton, N. 3. The message contained the important infor- 
mation that during the fighting at Muellmiisen considerably over 
1000 


French, officers and soldiers were taken prisoners by the Germans, who 
also captured four cannon, wlule another fight with the French on the 


L bpi-der of Lorraine, further to the north, was in progress. The Germans 
also toot 1000 prisoners. 
The dispatch adds that German soil has befen 
cleared, of French troops.

Developments in the war zone, which appears chiefly confined to 
Belgian territory, are made vague, owing to the strict censorship over 
news relating to military movements. 


Positions occupiecl by the main French, Belgian and British forces 


are not permitted to be disclosed, even approximately, so that their plan 
of campaign, can not be assumed. 


As to the German forces, indications from various sources point to 


the concentration .of the main body with its right wing in Belgium and 
its left wing in the Duchy of Luxemburg. 
The German staff is said to 


have gathered twenty-six army corps along the eastern frontier facing 
Belgium and: France. Many of these troops probably are stationed in the 
great 'fortresses in Alsace-Lorraine and along the Rhine. One dispatch 
asserts the defense of Germany's Russian frontier had been left to arm- 
ies made up of reserves. Although all of these are trained soldiers, it 
would .seem natural, to leave as a nucleus for their organization a con- 
siderable force from the. active army.
